EMANCIPATION DAY AND ITS MEANING 


Today, the first Monday in August, the colored peo 


pie throughout the north are celebrating the announce- 
ment made by Abraham Lincoln that under certain con- 
ditions he vrould issue the emancipation proclamation. 
This promise, as is well known, he fulfilled. The an- 
nouncement was made in September and the colored 
people of the south celebrate the anniversary of the 
announcement each year. In the north the "date has 
been changed to the first Monday in August so that 
there inay b^ an assurance of weather more suitable 
for outdoor celebrations. 


No person in America, be he white or black, contem- 


plates this da^ without being thrilled at what the orig- 
inal day must have meant to the enslaved of the south. 


The gratitude over their deliverance is the motive 


power which energizes the day for the colored race. 
The white people pay little or no attention to it and yet 
in a large senf-e the white people were emancipated' as 
well as the black. 


The slave-holder is in a worse bondage than the 


slave. The wrong-doer is bound by heavier chains 
than the wronged. And it would be perfectly fitting 
and would indicate that we ha\ e reached a higher con 
ception of the responsibilities and privileges should we 
celebrate the time when we, the race that kept another 
race in subjection, were conquered by the principle of 
freedom to the extent that of our own power and as a 


^race we voluntarily broke the chains that bound them. 


To be sure the white race did not all agree, but the 


"majority did, and we are speaking of the majority. 


It is a day when i.onor should be done that great 


-army of men and women which, amidst trials, priva- 
tions and opposition carried their campaign from 1825 
to 1860 for the freedom of the body of the back man and 
the emancipation of the mind of the white man. 


We should honor the great emancipator. Abra- 


nam Lincoln was one of the most mysterious and sin- 
gular men e^ er used by God for the culmination of a 
mighty work. His patience, his sympathy, even lii^ 
sad humor were all used to tbe great end and TS e would 
not detract one iota from the honor or fame of him. We 
believe it is a proper day, boweA er, to call attention to 
the forerunners, to those to whose Me and labor the de- 
^elopment of public sentiment was due which made Ab- 
raham Lincoln and his work possible. 


Benjamin Ludndy, that weak Quaker lad who start 


ed tbe first anti-slave paper organized the first eman- 
cipation organization, converted William Lovd Garri- 
son, tra\ eled o\ er this country afoot, poor andt despised 
and died unhonored and unsung without even seeing 
the approach of the dawn of that holy day for which 
be had grt eii'his weak but highly valuable life. 


There was William Lloyd Garrison, Wendell Phil- 


lips^ John Brown, Henry Ward Beecher, Harriet Beech 
er Stowe. John and Arthur Tappan and a great multi- 
tude of their contemporaries and followers, with the 
record of whose work we should become familiar, all 
who aided in making possible the emancipation proc- 
lamation of "63 and the thirteenth amendment of '65. 


We usual!} look upon the physical side, we look up- 


on the legal aspect but tbe real problem is in the mmd. 
lies in the conception that the indrvidual has of the 
other race. The man who would keep the negro down 
who would subject him. regardless of his ability to in- 
ferior positions, who believes, because he is black he is 
fitted only for menial service, who has within him that 
batred of the race, is in spirit a slave-owner and holder 
and he is in greater need of help, of education, and en- 
lightenment than is the black man. 


This mission of these forerunners has not been 


fully fulfilled as long as there are people who will 
treat the black man for the same offense with greatei 
cruelty than he would treat the white man. The aim 
of those forerunners will never be accomplished until 
we are brought to see that God created all men equal 
in opportunity and that their claim to cml rights is 
equally strong and that the color of the skin does not 
determine the condition of the mind and heart which 
alone determines the qualification for good citizenship. 


Yes, it is a good day for the white people to cele- 


brate and to carry on the teaching as it is for the black to 
express their gratitude and thanksgiving
